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SELECTMEN’S REPORT FOR 1999 


During town meeting of March 1999, the legislative body of the town made it known 
that the Highway Budget was under funded for purposes of road reconstruction. A 
motion from the floor provided an additional thirty thousand dollars, including 
accountability. Roadwork was completed in So. Wentworth on the Rowentown Road 
where a blind curve was waiting on a serious accident to happen. Relocating the roadway 
allowed for a more natural turn. Blasting of ledge rock was required. Trees were felled, 
course gravel was hauled and the roadway was much improved in terms of visibility to 
the motorist. A major intersection in the same vicinity was widened, thus allowing the 
motorist clear visibility of approaching traffic. Several thousand feet of Buffalo Road 
was resurfaced. Eastside, Red Oak Hill and a short portion of Buffalo Road were sand 
sealed (liquid followed by a sand spreader) with the intentions of adding further life to 
the paved surface. Unfortunately the emulsion did not fix or set. The heavy rain during 
the following day created for an unpleasant experience for scores of motorists. At year- 
end, we had over-extended our Highway budget. However, accomplishments were made. 
Following the resignation of both members of the Highway Dept. the Town hired Robert 
(Sam) and Mark Getman. This is a father and son team. Sam had several years of 
highway road experience with the Town of Rumney. Both men were overwhelmed with 
the number of miles of road Wentworth needs to cover. With this in mind this year’s 
budget allows for one additional employee and an additional truck, fully equipped to 
address those never ending issues of where is the plow truck when I need him the most. 
You and we certainly understand there is enough roadwork to keep three employees busy 
year round. 


Thayer Road Bridge is replaced to the satisfaction of the NH Div. of Municipal 
Bridges and the Board of Selectmen. Engineering firm of Provan and Lorber, and James 
Piscopo, General Contractors, were professionals. Both firms completed the project on 
time and on budget. 


Implementing the 911 program is still a work in Progress” and could happen late this 
year or hopefully early next. In any event, the street signs will be installed as soon as 
possible. Currently we are in the process of soliciting cost of hardware components. 


Adequate funding of education legislation created scores of meetings with 
associations affiliated with town government. Juanita (tax collector) and Ed (Town 
Administrator) would come away with what was considered fact one day only to learn it 
was rewritten and rewritten again the next. Mr. John Elger (Rumney) our state 
representative, was extremely helpful in terms of understanding the complexity of the 
legislation. 


The revaluation of the entire town is a consideration this year. The NH Dept. of 
Revenue is seriously recommending this article be passed in the affirmative. The 


previous revaluation was done in 1989. 


The town has a tennis and basketball court located at Riverside Park. Thanks to all 
who participated either in terms of labor or in terms of contributions. 
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The Towns fund accounting procedures are currently in tune with generally accepted 
auditing standards. Chart of accounts has been established for both revenue and expense 
reporting. Sub-accounts for purposes of monitoring specific income as in “transfer 
station fees” or expenses associated with “heating oil” are only two examples. Refer to 
the 1999 expenditures and note the summer and winter operation of the Highway Dept. 
Debbie VIk (treasurer) and Ed are pleased with the results. 


Finally, our sincere appreciation to all Town employees, volunteers and other citizens 
who daily contribute to making Wentworth a. wonderful community in which to live.

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WENTWORTH VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 
1999 REPORT 


This year the Fire Department saw the number of calls decrease, with a total of 28 for 
the year. There were only 2 structure fires of which 1 was a mutual aid call to another 
town. There were 7 motor vehicle accidents, 1 being serious where there was loss of life. 
We have continued assistance with the Warren Fire Department as well as 
Warren/Wentworth Ambulance service. Continued training with both departments has 
helped with overall performance at an emergency situation, with the wide variety of calls 
received each year. 


This year 3 more members received their commercial drivers license. This brings the 
total to 7. This isn’t required by the state or town but may be beneficial if there were an 
accident. It is also important that when you see an emergency vehicle that motorists pull 
over SO we may pass, time is of the utmost importance in most calls. 


The new truck has performed well for us when called upon. The work on the newer 
tanker is almost complete and will be put into service soon. 


The Lakes Region Mutual Aid has been beneficial to all departments as well as the 
town with its services. This year they have asked all towns in the association for a major 
building/communication article. The price for the project would be split evenly between 
all 35 communities that make up the association, no matter of the size of the town. This 
major project would be paid with a long term bond to help keep taxes down. The new 
building would be located at the former Belknap nursing home in Laconia. There would 
be more office space as well as a large meeting room. There would also be a new radio 
communication center housed at this facility. With the change of buildings it was agreed 
upon to change the radio frequency that is used. This should help with dead spots with 
radio communications. This has been a problem for us, as well as other towns. A new 
radio tower on Tenney Mountain is part of this system. The Fire Department is in favor 
of this article. 


The members would also like to thank you for your support, but would also like to 
thank the wives/girlfriends of the members. They are always there during a fire with 
refreshments or just with the tree lighting. They also understand when at the last minute, 
plans are ruined when a call comes. It should always be remembered by the people of the 
town that this is a volunteer department and we only ask for the things that we need in 
order to insure our safety on a call and yours.

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1999 WENTWORTH POLICE DEPARTMENT 
ANNUAL REPORT 


The staff of the Wentworth Police Department has continued in their efforts to better 
serve the community in which we live. The past year has proven to be a rewarding yet 
challenging one. 


1999 marked a notable turning point for the Wentworth Police Department. The 
department responded to an overall increase in the calls for service and need for motor 
vehicle enforcement. Calls for service increased an average of 26%. Decreased 
availability of State Police assistance contributed greatly to the motor vehicle activity 
and enforcement increase of 131%. An increasing number of vacationers traveling to and 
through the Baker Valley Region lend to this rise in motor vehicle activity within our 
town. With the steadily increasing population and motor vehicle traffic within the town, 
the department supports the belief that increased motor vehicle enforcement and 
visibility deters crime and protects life. 


The new development of the Town Highway Safety Committee brought about 
positive change to the streets of Wentworth. Collaborative efforts between the Police and 
Highway Department promoted the beginning of new stop and speed limit sign 
installations on many town roads, in response to concerns from community members. In 
addition, two-way radios have been installed in the town highway maintenance vehicles 
increasing the communication link between the road crews and the town. The Police 
Department request to the New Hampshire Department of Transportation for the 
installation of new “school zone” safety lights has been approved. 


Extreme fall flooding brought into action the town’s Emergency Management Team. 
With high waters threatening some areas of South Wentworth, the Police, Fire, and 
Highway Department pulled together quickly and efficiently to evacuate several homes 
in the path of the threat to safety. 


Of notable mention, the Pines Speedway received police patrol from the town of 
Wentworth, with assistance from Warren, and Plymouth. The summer schedule 
increased by eight weeks, extending the racetrack details and fiscal compensation from 
May until October. In September, the Wentworth Police Department, with assistance 
from the Grafton County Sheriff’s Department, lead an investigation, which resulted in 
the confiscation of 42 pounds of harvested Marijuana and over 25 plants; resulting in 
five felony arrests. Gratitude is also offered to the following departments for providing 
mutual aid services during 1999; Grafton County Sheriff’s Department, Lincoln, 
Plymouth, Rumney, New Hampshire State Police, and Warren. 


The new town offices have proven to be a valuable asset to the operation of the police 
department. Accessibility to the community has helped reduce the number of non- 
emergency calls for service. As we enter the twenty-first century, motor vehicle traffic 
and criminal activity will consistently rise in proportion to the population. This year’s 
statistics favorably demonstrate the need for an increase in personnel and fiscal resources 
to successfully manage the challenges in the years ahead.

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WEBSTER MEMORIAL LIBRARY 
Librarian’s Report 


The library is open on Mondays and Wednesdays from 3:00 - 8:00 p.m. and Saturdays 
from 10 a.m. - 12:00 noon. The Librarian is Donna Herlihy and the Assistant Librarian is 
Nance Masterson. 


Our collection includes both fiction and non-fiction materials for all ages and 
interests. If you can’t find what you are looking for in our collection, we can usually 
borrow it for you from another New Hampshire library. Besides books, we have videos, 
audio books, audio cassettes, music CDs, large print books, magazines, newspapers, 
games, puzzles, and puppets. A television with cable hookup, a VCR, and a copier are 
available for public use. A new addition to our library during 1999 was a computer to 
supply direct access to the New Hampshire Job Bank. It is available for public use in the 
library for this purpose, as well as for word processing. The library receives many very 
generous donations of books, magazines, videos, time and money. These all help stretch 
our budget tremendously and we would again like to express our thanks to these donors 
for their thoughtfulness and generosity. 


We are continuing our long-term project of updating the card catalog and entering our 
holdings into the New Hampshire State Library Automated System. This enables New 
Hampshire public and many school libraries to access each other’s records and makes 
interlibrary loans possible. The computer, printer, and software purchased last year are 
making these projects possible. 


During 1999, 2591 visits were made to the library. 5406 items were circulated. These 
included 2580 items from our general collection, 1316 from our children’s collection, 
and 1510 audio-visual materials. We borrowed 180 items from other libraries and lent 
out 21. We added 1344 new items to our collection. These included 785 to our general 
collection, 423 to our children’s collection, and 136 audio-visual materials. 700 items 
were purchased from town appropriations and 644 were gifts.

For the eleventh consecutive year Thelma (Gove) Jordan contributed $1,000, and 
caused to be contributed for the eleventh consecutive year also, a double matching amount 
($2,000) by her former employer The Readers Digest Foundation. We publicly express 
our deep appreciation both to Thelma and to the Readers Digest Corporation for these 
contributions. These contributions have and still are permitting the Trustees to make 
repairs and improvements at the library without costs from the taxpayers! 


Changes in the library staff during the past year are summarized here to record them 
for historical and other purposes. Former Trustee Nance Masterson resigned as Trustee 
late in the year 1998 to assume the position of Assistant Librarian and continues in that 
position at this time. Her replacement as Trustee was Gloria Brower, an extremely 
qualified person for the library, who was voted as Trustee at the March 1999 town 
meeting.

MOUNT MOOSELAUKEE HEALTH CENTER 
1999 ANNUAL REPORT 


This past year has been an exciting one for Mt. Mooselaukee Health Center! We have 
added another physician to our organization, Dr. Shadan Mansoor. She is board certified 
in Internal Medicine and Oncology. She is also board certified pending for Hematology. 
Dr. Mansoor works along with our board certified Family Practice Physician, Dr. 
Richard Covington and our Adult Nurse Practitioner, Jessica Thibodeau. Dr. Covington 
is in his fifth year at our facility, and is an Active Staff Member at Speare Memorial 
Hospital. He still continues to be an adjunct Clinical Instructor through Dartmouth 
Medical School. Jessica Thibodeau, ARNP, provides adult and adolescent health care 
including prenatal and women’s health services. The Health Center continues its 
collaboration with the Nurse Midwifery Program at Dartmouth-Hitchcock for deliveries 
and high risk referrals through our prenatal program. We greatly appreciate our clinicians 
devotion and efforts. 


In addition to adding another clinician to our organization, we were able to make 
improvements to the Health Center due to the tremendous efforts of our Advisory 
Boards’ fund drives. The Advisory Board raised $13,167 earmarked for capital 
improvements, and we were able to receive a matching Rural Development Grant for 
$13,500. The following enhancements were completed at Mt. Mooselaukee Health by 
local contractor this past summer and fall: waiting area bathroom made handicap 
accessible; installed all new plumbing throughout the facility and added a sink in the 
large exam room bathroom; installed new flooring in all three bathrooms and the lab; 
removed the asbestos roof tiles and wooden shingles; installed new plywood and asphalt 
roof shingles to the main roof. We thank everyone for their generous contributions 
toward this project, and patience during the construction process. 


The Mt. Mooselaukee Health Center’s Staff, and Advisory Board have been 
continuing their ongoing efforts to provide quality health care to the community, despite 
our patient’s household income, or insurance status. In 1999, the number of patients 
(users) was 884. Twenty-seven percent of the patients seen did not have health insurance 
coverage. Seventy percent of the patients seen at the Health Center were from Warren 
(37%), Wentworth (17%) and Rumney (16%). 


The Center’s patient hours are from 8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. Monday through Friday, 
except Monday and Thursday, which the office is open until 6:00 p.m. Patients who 
experience an emergency after hours or on the weekend can call our facility, and they 
will reach our Professional Answering Service. Our Answering Service will then notify 
the On-Call Physician. Dr. Covington rotates call with Speare Hospital’s Active Family 
Practice Physicians. 


We offer the following supplemental services free or for minimal cost: blood pressure 
program, cancer screening, car seat program, diabetic support group, emergency food 
pantry, family support services, foot care clinic, indigent medication program, nutrition 
counseling, WIC/CSFP (supplemental food programs). 


Mt. Mooselaukee Health Center continues to offer all of our services on a sliding fee 
scale for those families with limited income and we accept assignment on many 
insurances (HMO’s such as Healthsource, Matthew Thornton, Blue Cross Blue Shield) 
including Medicare and Medicaid. Although we receive grants that enable us to do this, 
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it only accounts for 38% of our revenue. The Center’s annual operating expenses’ total is 
approximately $307,500. The generous support we received through Town and 
individual contributions, enables us to provide the services to the community. We would 
like to give a grateful thank you to our Advisory Board Members for their countless 
hours of dedication to the Center. Thank you to all of you for your continued support, 
and we wish you a healthy 2000!

WHOLE VILLAGE FAMILY RESOURCE CENTER 


The Whole Village Family Resource Center is comprised of sixteen health and social 
service agencies committed to collaborating together to provide families and individuals 
from the 17 towns of the Plymouth District Court Area, as well as New Hampton and 
Sandwich, with better, more comprehensive services. Despite this common goal, it must 
be recognized that these are all autonomous organizations, each with its own governing 
body, budget and funding initiatives. All the agencies have unique and invaluable 
strengths on their own, but by combining efforts with other Whole Village agencies 
many new possibilities for innovative and integrated service provision have been and 
continue to be, created. 


The Whole Village Parent-Child Program is a prevention-based program, which 
provides support to families and educates parents to meet the challenges of raising safe, 
healthy children who will thrive. Parent-Child has two tiers of support for families with 
children ages five and under. The first level, providing more intensive family support, 
has a special emphasis on equipping very young parents for their responsibilities as 
parents, providers, and positive role models for their children. The second level of family 
support is provided in varying degrees for all others raising children ages 0 to five. The 
program enlists the expertise of staff within each of the agencies to benefit all families. 


Of the 242 families who accessed Parent-Child services in 1999, two were from 
Wentworth.

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WARREN - WENTWORTH AMBULANCE SERVICE 
ANNUAL REPORT 1999 


This has been a year of incredible change for the WWAS. We have officially become a 
private, non-profit, organization. How did this happen? We’re not really sure but it seems 
that we have followed the course that was set in motion years ago when we (then) took 
steps to keep the decision making and financial control of the department in the hands of 
the officers of the WWAS. From there, we more recently applied for non-profit status 
with the federal government and were granted that. It seems that this was the defining 
moment. No one paid particular attention to this until the Town began to look at the needs 
of the various departments and questioned whether the WWAS was a municipal 
department or a separate entity. After looking at all of the appropriate documents, we all 
came to the same conclusion: the WWAS is a separate, private, non-profit organization 
that provides an essential service to the towns of Warren (including Glencliff) and 
Wentworth. | 

So what does this mean to you? Does this change how the WWAS will provide 
emergency medical/trauma services to the towns? No. We will continue to respond to 
emergency calls just as we always have. We will continue to work closely with the 
Wentworth Fire Dept. and the Warren Volunteer Fire Dept; these fire departments are 
very important to us. We will continue to transport to the hospitals that we currently 
transport to. We will continue to bill insurance companies as we have in the recent years. 
Naturally, the regulations imposed by the insurance companies dictate how we can bill, 
just as it does for all of health care. We looked at how other local EMS services bill the 
towns that they served. We quickly decided against those kind of formulas - too steep. We 
just didn’t feel good asking for that kind of money. So, we are asking for the same amount 
that we have received in the past few years. What you will notice is that our request is 
now in the same warrant article as the other private health care related organizations that 
provide services to the towns. You will also see a warrant article asking for the release of 
the Capital Reserve funds for the purchase of a new ambulance. We understand that a 
municipality cannot hold a Capital Reserve Fund for a private organization. We plan to set 
up a dedicated account for the same purpose - to replace an ambulance when we need to. 
The WWAS depends on the support of the towns to continue to operate at the same level 
and for the same price. We appreciate your support. 

The biggest change that you will see in the coming year will be where the ambulances 
are housed. We will finally build or renovate space of our own. For the past two years, we 
have worked hard on identifying the space and regulatory needs of the WWAS and the 
WVED. Both departments have explored a number of options that would allow us to 
continue to be housed in the same building. We were hopeful that this would be possible 
but it turns out not to be so. In the past year, the Town of Warren has looked at the needs 
of its various departments. They, too, need to make some changes. Where the WWAS 
ends up will depend on decisions made at the Warren Town meeting. We urge you to 
consider the options and to chose what you think will best serve the Town. 


Aside from all of this business stuff, what kind of year did we have? If you look at the 
Statistics on the runs we made, you will see a small decrease in the number of calls. While 
the decrease does not look significant, it signals to us what we expected to see. As 
insurance companies tighten the regulations on reimbursement, people are more reluctant 
to call for an ambulance. Managed care has more strictly defined what is an emergency 
and whether an ambulance is what was needed for transport. We will soon be forced to 
have you sign a paper allowing us to bill the insurance or yourself for the transport. As the 
president, these things are my biggest headache. 

You should know that your WWAS is one of the few EMS services in this area that 
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has established a Continuing Quality Improvement program. Yes, believe it or not, we are 
on the cutting edge of what will be expected of all ambulance services. All of our 
members participate in this and are responsible for providing the best care that we are 
licensed to provide. I can’t even begin to describe the responsibilities that your EMTs 
have that go beyond the response to a call. At this time, we continue to be an all volunteer 
service - NONE of us get any reimbursement beyond paying for continuing education 
costs. Why do we do it? (some might suggest that we have a few screws loose!) I can’t 
answer for anyone else but I guess that we all feel a calling to help our friends and 
neighbors and this is the area that we chose. It just feels good to know that our presence 
brought care, comfort and reassurance to those in need. Sometimes when the outcome 
isn’t what we hoped for, it hurts. But we just go on. Every year, I ask you to consider 
joining our ranks. This past year we had two new people join us, two old members return 
and one of the First Responders move up to the EMT level. This coming year, two of the 
EMTs will be testing to go to the EMT-I level. This is very impressive for a squad of this 
size. Am I proud of this service? You bet I am. They are a dedicated group of people who 
strive to work with diverse personalities under some adverse conditions. We would LOVE 
to have YOU join us. If you are interested in the EMS field, please ask any one of the 
members. 


We look forward to continuing to serve you all in the best way possible with the 
highest level of skill that we can achieve.

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WENTWORTH PARK AND RECREATION COMMISSION 
1999 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Wentworth Park & Recreation Commission is a group of residents appointed by 
the Selectmen whose responsibility it is “to oversee the maintenance of the town owned 
and managed athletic fields, lawns, swimming areas, and parks.” This responsibility 
includes maintenance of the Town Common, Riverside Park, and Hamilton Field. Funds 
allocated to the Commission through Town Meeting go directly for this purpose 
including contract labor and supplies for lawn maintenance and sanitary facilities at the 
Parks. The increased appropriation request for FY00 is primarily due to projected rental 
cost increases for the latter. 


The Park & Rec Commission is aided in its larger purpose of organizing recreational 
opportunities for town residents by the Friends of Wentworth Park & Rec; a separately 
incorporated non-profit organization. The Friends of Park & Rec are a dedicated group 
of volunteers who plan and sponsor activities such as hiking and canoeing trips, 
volleyball, a summer soccer program, Variety Show Dinners, sledding parties, a 
Christmas lights contest, and market day activities including the famous Duck Race. 
Resources to support these activities are raised entirely from fundraising events and 
through the generous contributions of many benefactors and volunteers. 


The major initiative for Wentworth Park & Rec in 1999 was completion of the 
basketball and tennis court at Riverside Park. Great thanks to all who contributed to this 
significant project. We believe your contributions have yielded an excellent addition to 
the town’s recreational resources. Special thanks to Dave Craveiro and Palmer Koelb for 
leading our volunteer asphalt and fencing crew; to the student volunteers from the 
Beckett School; and to Richard Gowen for donating trucking and materials. Look for a 
schedule of court-related events in 2000! 


Thanks also to all the other people who have been so generous with their time and 
money in 1999, with special thanks to Scott Anderson and Joyce Woodes whose 
perseverance and willing dedication of time are the engine that drives Wentworth Park & 
Rec. We are always looking for new members interested in improving the quality of 
recreational opportunities in Wentworth, so please join us in 2000.

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A Message to North Country Council Member Towns 
From Preston Gilbert, Executive Director 


In our 26th year of operation, North Country Council continues to work diligently for 
our members and the region as a whole. To most communities, our greatest familiarity is 
the local assistance we provide in community planning. This year we have been very 
busy with master plans, land use control ordinances, community designs and site reviews 
in most if not all North Country towns. In addition, we have also been extremely busy 
providing local technical assistance on solid waste management, economic development, 
infrastructure development (water, sewer, utilities and telecommunications), GIS, and 
transportation projects at the local level. 


In response to local needs and national priorities, we are actively involved in 
watershed planning and conservation. We have represented the interests of our Eastern 
Coos County communities along the Androscoggin as the Androscoggin Watershed 
Council has been formed. We also have been working on behalf of all of our Connecticut 
River/Connecticut Lakes towns on River Management, Scenic Byways and Hydro 
Relicensing efforts with FERC. On the Ammonoosuc Watershed we have been working 
with local leaders and DES Officials in the creation of a regional wetland bank. Lastly, 
we have started a program to address Source Water Protection in several watersheds in 
the North Country. 


In economic development, we have conducted two region-wide studies. We 
completed a Labor Characteristics and Needs Study, which was followed by a second 
study that evaluated Livable Wages in the region; both studies are available in our office. 
We continue to expand facilities and services in our Business Resource Center this year 
with more data, equipment and seminars. The last half of the year was very intense with 
the Council playing a critical role in the resurrection of the Mountain View House in 
Whitefield. EDA Public Works Projects are underway in four communities at total 
funding in excess of $6 million. 


In transportation, we have one Corridor study underway between exits 35 and 44 on 
193, another underway along the total length of Route 2 from Shelburne to Lancaster, 
and a proposal pending for a third effort in Plymouth on Route 25. Route 16 projects are 
moving forward with local pilots underway in Albany and Madison. In addition, study- 
identified projects are making their way into the TIP and TE process. We also helped to 
move the Ten-Year Highway Plan and Transportation Improvement Plan along in its 
biennial process. We have also solicited, reviewed, and ranked Transportation 
Enhancement Projects for state funding. We also continued to organize activities on the 
565 miles of Regional Scenic Byways and secured funding to make improvements on the 
national and state Byways in the North Country. Under our new expanded services 
contract with DOT we have been doing all state traffic counts in the region as well as 
official road inventories. We also will be involved in project development at the DOT at 
a much greater level. 


From the standpoint of the entire region, we have been coordinating a 57 town - US 
Forest Service Coordination and Policy Development Committee as well as providing 
support to the State Commission on Land and Heritage. Last, but certainly not least, we 
have been working with our three County Members to seek opportunities for joint 
ventureship between them. It has been a busy year indeed.

To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact your 
local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ANY outside 
burning. Fire permits are required for any open buming unless the ground is completely 
covered with snow where the burning will be done. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire 
permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors 
punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire 
suppression costs. 

There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of Forests and 
Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. During the 1999 season Forest Rangers were busy assisting 
communities with suppression of difficult and remote multi-day fires. Forest Rangers have 
also investigated numerous complaints regarding violations of the timber harvest and forest 
fire laws, and taken enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you have any questions 
regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call our office at 271-2217. 

There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens throughout the state. 
Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest 
Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. The 1999 fire season 
was a Challenging but safe year for wildland firefighters in New Hampshire. The severe 
drought conditions throughout the spring and summer months combined with residual effects 
of 1998 Ice Storm, resulted in a dramatic increase in wildland fires. In addition to burning in 
excess of 452 acres, 35 structures were also impacted by wildfire. Wildland fires in the urban 
interface is a serious concern for both landowners and firefighters. Homeowners can help 
protect their structures by maintaining adequate green space round them and making sure that 
houses are properly identified with street numbers. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract 
aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the quick response from 
local fire departments. This is a critical factor in controlling the size of wildland fires and 
keeping the loss of property and suppression costs as low as possible.

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PEMI-BAKER SOLID WASTE DISTRICT 
1999 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District committee met seven times during the 1999 
calendar year. The District continued its commitment to the proper disposal of hazardous 
waste with the annual universal waste collections (paint, batteries, fluorescent light 
tubes) and its Household Hazardous Waste (HHW) collection held in June. 


At the HHW collection, residents from each District town brought paint, batteries, 
antifreeze, used oil and other materials to three collection sites. This year’s participation 
rate was 30 percent higher than in 1997, and is to date, the most successful in terms of 
volume of material collected and the number of households served. The District collected 
over 2,800 gallons of material at the one-day HHW collection and collected over 2,000 
gallons of paint during its year-long universal waste collections. The District also 
disposed of over 5,000 feet of fluorescent light bulbs. The District received two grants 
from the State of New Hampshire’s Department of Environmental Services to help offset 
the costs of both programs. In 2000 the District will once again hold a one-day HHW 
collection in early fall and conduct the year-long universal waste collections. 


Cooperative programs were at the forefront for the District in 1999. The District 
purchased a Freon recovery unit which will be rotated between District towns on an as- 
needed basis, thereby eliminating the need for each town to arrange for Freon removal 
and pay the associated costs. Member towns also continued to work together on the 
collection and processing of recyclables. Plymouth helped a number of the smaller 
District towns when a private recycling business whom they were dealing with shut 
down and left them with little options for recycling. Rumney continues to make 
improvements to its facility and it too will offer to its neighboring communities the 
option to send various recyclables to its transfer station for processing and marketing. 
These are just a few of the cooperative measures the District has undertaken in the past 
year. In 2000 the District will look to foster current cooperative programs and continue 
to develop new ones as it works towards minimizing solid waste management costs for 
everyone. 


Citizens interested in participating in the process are welcome to attend the District 
meetings. Each town receives notices of upcoming meetings, and information regarding 
the place and time of meetings is available at your town office.

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WENTWORTH CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
1999 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Conservation Commission was quite busy this year helping out on the inventory 
on the Baker River through Wentworth. The water in the river was so low that we were 
able to walk in the river the whole length from Warren to Rumney line. 


Pictures were taken of bank erosions, deposition, amount of water, any aquatic life 
and any birds, wild life or beaver dams etc. 


The report on the whole Baker River from Warren to Plymouth has not yet been 
finalized. 


In July and August we collected water samples at four different locations and had it 
tested. Warren, Rumney and Plymouth did the same. We wanted to know the quality of 
the water in the Baker River, as the other towns have not done any testing in the summer. 
The first time in July at three locations the test was high. In August we tested again and 
all readings were fine on the whole river. 


We checked on various work being done for different individuals, that what they were 
doing was OK. 


We looked over a site to make sure it would not be too close to the river. To make 
sure that seasonal water would be taken care of and that the existing culvert drainage 
would remain. 


We also attended several workshops dealing with conservation issues on wetlands, 
erosion, watersheds and ground water.

THE TASK FORCE AGAINST 
DOMESTIC AND SEXUAL VIOLENCE 


On behalf of the Task Force Against Domestic & Sexual Violence, I would like to 
thank you for your past support. During fiscal year 1999, your contribution helped the 
388 clients that the Task Force served. This includes 34 women and children that were 
housed at the Task Force shelter a total of 715 bednights. This past year, our Child 
Advocacy Program also provided services to 60 child victims of domestic and/or sexual 
violence and made presentations at area schools that reached 342 middle and high school 
students and 38 school staff members. The following Task Force services continue to be 
provided free of charge: 


e 24 hour crisis line staffed by trained volunteers. 

¢ Confidential emergency shelter, food and transportation for victims of domestic 
violence. 

¢ Support groups for domestic violence survivors. 

¢ Hospital and police accompaniment. Court, housing, and social service advocacy. 

e Children’s support group to learn creative conflict resolution skills and increase self- 
esteem. 

e Training programs for volunteer, law enforcement, medical and hospital personnel, 
and other professionals working with victims of domestic violence. 

¢e Community education programs for schools, civic organizations, church groups, and 
social service agencies. 

¢ Walk-in office at Whole Village Family Resource Center where victims can receive 
information and support. 


This year we are requesting $424 from the town of Wentworth to further support our 
services to both adult and child victims of domestic and sexual violence. The amount 
requested is based on town population from the 1990 census and includes a 3% cost of 
living increase.

1999 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Council is an organization dedicated to promoting community-wide approaches 


that support the development of healthy youths and their families. The Council currently 
coordinates five programs which are available to people in Eastern Grafton County: 


1. 


Juvenile Court Diversion - a voluntary program for first time juvenile offenders 
which holds them accountable for their actions. Volunteers from the community 
develop a contract with each youth and family. Contracts may include community 
service, referrals to other agencies and programs, personal development tasks, etc. 
We have found that, of the youths who graduated from Diversion in 1996 and 1998, 
92% have not committed a subsequent offense since, saving tens of thousands of 
dollars in court-ordered services. 


. Plymouth District Court Community Service Program - coordinates and tracks 


youths through productive community service projects in their own home towns. 


. The OPTIONS Program - a 12-hour early intervention program for teens which 


focuses on alcohol, tobacco and other drugs. Courses are non-judgmental and 
confidential. Teens in the small groups are asked to assess their relationships with 
these substances and learn what they can do to reduce their use or stop using entirely. 
Of all the youths who successfully completed the program in 1996 and 1998, not one, 
0%, has re-offended. 


. OCTAA (On Campus Talking About Alcohol & Other Drugs) - offered in 


cooperation with local police departments and Plymouth State College, OCTAA 
provides an effective educational opportunity for anyone ages of 18+. This is also a 
lifetime risk-reduction program on the use and abuse of drugs, and is self-funded. 


. Information and Referral - provides area residents with a clearinghouse of 


information on regional human service agencies and programs. People calling the 
Pemi-Baker Resource Line (Collaborative program with Speare Hospital and the 
Whole Village) can receive free and confidential assistance on how to access these 
resources. Callers ask how to report child abuse, how to access public assistance or 
counseling services, where to find after-school activities for children, etc. The 
Council will distribute over 3,000 comprehensive Grafton County Resource Guides in 
2000 to help towns, police, schools and other human service providers find services 
for the people they work with.

Community Contact provides necessary services for the less fortunate citizens in our 
communities.

UNH Cooperative Extension is a unique partnership among the Federal, State and 
County Governments who provide the funding and support for this educational outreach 
component of the University of New Hampshire. With an Extension Office in each New 
Hampshire county and campus-based subject matter specialists we serve the entire state. 


Our education programs are designed to respond to the local needs of county residents 
through the direction and support of a volunteer advisory council. Our current programs 
focus on: 

e Dairy and Pasture Management 

e Agriculture Profitability and Nutrient Management 

e Forest & Wildlife Habitat Management and Stewardship 

¢ Nutrition, Food Safety, Parenting and Family Financial Management 
¢ Positive Youth Development 

¢ Water Quality Education 

° Family Lifeskills Program (LEAP/LIFT) 

e After-School Programs 


The Extension Staff of seven works out of North Haverhill but we travel to all areas 
of the county. Three other grant-funded staff members provide programs through 
satellite offices in Plymouth, Littleton and Lebanon. Information and education are 
presented through phone calls, farm/office/home/agency visits, the media, workshops 
and educational series. Volunteers help expand our efforts through the Master Gardeners 
Program, 4H Clubs, and the Coverts Project. Our work is supported by an office staff of 
three. 


Here are some ways that local residents benefitted from the work of Cooperative 
Extension. Residents receive a bi-monthly newsletter highlighting upcoming events as 
well and looking at some of the research that affects individuals, families and 
communities. Parents receive our aged-paced newsletters, Cradle Crier and Toddler 
Tales, that chronicle the early years of a child’s life. Research on soils and nitrates has 
reduced the amount of fertilizers being applied to local farm lands, thereby reducing the 
chance of runoff into local streams, rivers of water supplies. Forest management plans 
help local landowners and those employed in the forest industry preserve the beauty of 
our local woodlands that draw thousands of tourists to our area. Youth across the county 
work with adult volunteers learning important life skills through our 4H program. An 
after-school project in North Haverhill is being evaluated by UNH professors. The 
information from this project will help to improve other local after-school programs. 
Water Quality events around the county allow residents an opportunity to learn how they 
can help keep their water clean and how agencies across the state are working toward 
that goal. Families with limited resources have access to nutrition and financial education 
to help them stretch their food dollars, thereby providing a more balanced diet for our 
young children. Cooperative Extension staff serve as resources to residents and agencies 
throughout the county. Homeowners concerned about their plants, trees and grounds get 
quick identification and control guidelines. Communities interested inn improved 
decision making receive support from Cooperative Extension. Agriculture businesses 
receive help with business plans, marketing, computer usage and diversification. 


Here in Grafton County the office is located on Route 10 in North Haverhill in the 
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Grafton County Courthouse. We are open from 8 a.m. until 4 p.m., Monday through 
Friday.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 1999 


Enrollment at the Wentworth Elementary School during the 1999/2000 school year is 
105. The student population has increased by 6 from the 1998/1999 school year. 


Grade distribution of students is as follows: 


Grade 1 - 11 Grade 3 - 12 Grade 5 - 14 Grade 7 - 11 
Grade 2 - 12 Grade 4 - 12 Grade 6 - 19 Grade 8 - 14 


Grades 1 and 2 are taught by Mrs. Paula Houde, who is in her eighth year at WES. 
Grades 3 and 4 are taught by Miss Beth Zelenak, who is in her fifth year with us. 
Language Arts and Social Studies for grades 5-8 are taught by Mr. Dan Kenney, who is 
in his sixth year at WES. Grades 5-8 Mathematics and Science are taught by Mrs. 
Kristine Roberge, who is in her second year at Wentworth. Mrs. Marianne Preiser is in 
her first year at WES, teaching Sth grade English and 6th grade Math. Principal Don 
Weisburger, in his seventh year at WES, is also the Physical Eduction Instructor for 
grades 1 through 8. 


We are fortunate to have Mrs. Tanya Shamberger teaching Art Education to our 
students. She is in her second year with us at WES. Our hallway walls have become an 
Art Gallery of students’ work. Mrs. Shamberger also supervises a Craft Club for students 
after school one day a week. 


Mrs. Tamara Graham artfully teaches our Music Education program. Participation in 
our instrumental music program has steadily increased. Students are playing the flute, 
clarinet, piano, trumpet, and drums. 


Miss Danielle Paradis is our Special Education teacher at WES. She addresses the 
needs of students through Individual Education Plans (IEP). Miss Paradis works together 
with the classroom teachers and special education aides to provide an appropriate 
education plan for students. Besides coordinating our Special Education Program, Miss 
Paradis coaches our soccer and basketball teams. This is Miss Paradis’ first year teaching 
at WES. 


Miss Kristin Scranton coordinates our Reading Recovery Program at WES. Reading 
Recovery is a reading and writing program for students in grade 1. It is an early 
intervention program that effectively addresses students needs. As of this school year, 
this is a full time position. Half of the funding comes from the federal government and 
half comes from the school district. 


Mrs. Katie Hedberg teaches Health Education to our students as well as addressing 
our schools’ health needs as nurse. 


Ms. Betty Webster continues to be our school guidance counselor. She works with our 
students providing academic and personal support. 
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We are extremely fortunate to have a wonderful support staff this year. Mrs. Maria 
Young is our exceptional school secretary; Mrs. Linda Farnsworth does an outstanding 
job as our Grade 1-2 classroom assistant; Ms. Wanda Adams, Ms. Bernice Sullivan, and 
Miss Monica Gears are our fine classroom Special Education aides; Mrs. Kathy Evans, 
Mrs. Charlene Weeks and Mrs. Terry King oversee our fine school lunch program; and 
Mr. Richard Young keeps our school building looking great. Thank you all!! 


For her 12th year, Leslie Backstrom has coordinated a strong group of library 
volunteers. Helping in our library are: Nance Masterson, Helen Ray, Debbie & Cara 
Wright, and Donna and Lainey Lipman. 


Tara Gowen is President of our active and supportive PTO. A group of very dedicated 
parents meets monthly to support and sponsor manly activities at our school. They help 
sponsor our Girl Scout Troop, the Winter Activity Program, the teachers wish lists and 
assemblies and performances at school. They truly make a difference in the lives and 
education of our children. 


Each classroom in our school is wired for the internet and can be E-Mailed at 
WES1@getglobal.net. Students are using computers for invaluable learning 
opportunities. Through our computers, students in grades 5-8 can access our Homework 
Hotline to find out about any work they may have. The phone number is 764-9885. 


We continue to have 2 days of Saturday School a year. One Saturday in the Fall and 
one in the Spring. Our Spring day is spent planting a community vegetable and herb 
garden and a pumpkin patch. Throughout the Summer and Fall, students, teachers, and 
parents cultivate the garden. Our fall day is spent completing the harvesting of our crops 
and putting the garden to bed for the Winter. This year we also set up a farm stand 
(which our students made) to sell our produce to the community. We made $25, which 
we put right back into our garden fund for next year. 


Our school thrives because of all the hard work and effort people put into it. We 
consistently have a large group of volunteers who give their time to help make our 
school a better place. To all of those who have helped with fundraising, the winter 
activity program, PTO, the library, projects with students, sports, and Saturday School - 
Thank You! 


Because of the hard work we do together, Wentworth Elementary School is “A Great 
Place To Learn.”

The primary mission of Wentworth Elementary School is to develop a positive self- 
image and to provide all students with the necessary tools to enable them to acquire skills 
and use knowledge in a positive, productive manner. 


SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Budgets for the 2000-2001 school year, for the most part, are up a very small percentage. 
This is a result of increased State Aid and careful budgeting on the part of our 
administrators and boards. In situations where the budgets have increased, special 
education costs and the first payment on bonds (principal and interest) will have their 
impact. Schools within SAU #48 are now in excellent condition and have sufficient space 
for student growth over the next several years, perhaps the exception of Wentworth which 
is growing at a rapid pace for a small school. All of the schools have also taken energy 
conservation measures during renovation or new construction. This includes improved 
insulation, double paned windows and a series of electrical energy conservation upgrades. 
It is now imperative for all of our schools to budget satisfactorily to maintain facilities so 
that costs are minimized in the future. 


As noted above, special education costs have continued to soar. We have a moral land 
ethical obligation to provide these services for children in need. However, this need has 
brought a great financial burden to our local communities. This is not because of the 
children, but because of the failure of Congress to fund special education appropriately. 
Congress has passed mandated legislation as well as rules and regulations, but have not 
provided the necessary funds. I strongly encourage community members to call and write 
their congressmen and senators so that this need can be funded fairly and equitably. 


Teachers within SAU #48 have served on a variety of curriculum committees in an effort to 
align our curriculums with the new State frameworks as well as to look at objectives within 
standardized tests such as the California Achievement Test. We have made steady progress 
in the improvement of student achievement over the past few years. We will continue to 
vigorously pursue excellence for our students who are entering a competitive and 
challenging world. | 


All of our schools are well equipped with technology and we continue to take appropriate 
steps to have available the equipment and training to prepare our students for a world 
economy. SAU #48 will be in the process of hiring a full-time information technology 
director for the 2000-2001 school year. Responsibilities of this person will be to manage 
the AS-400 for the financial management system of our schools, the WinSchool student 
management system, intra- and inter-school communication, and advise the schools on 
appropriate equipment purchases as well as instruction. This will also provide us with an 
Opportunity to purchase equipment in greater quantity which will result in less cost because 
of bulk purchases. 


As always I am grateful for the contributions that community members, board members, 
professional and support staff make to our schools. There is a strong desire in our 
communities for quality education which is refreshing and I am deeply appreciative of the 
support and encouragement many of you extend to me.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR'S REPORT 


To the Board

We have audited the accompanying general-purpose financial statements of the 
Wentworth School District as of and for the year ended June 30, 1999, as listed in the table of 
contents. These general-purpose financial statements are the responsibility of the Wentworth 
School District’s management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on these general- 
purpose financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about 
whether the general-purpose financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit 
includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the 
general-purpose financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting 
principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the 
overall general-purpose financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a 
reasonable basis for our opinion. 


The general-purpose financial statements referred to above do not include the General 
Fixed Assets Account Group, which should be included to conform with generally accepted 
accounting principles. The amounts that should be recorded in the General Fixed Assets 
Account Group are not known . 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the general-purpose financial statements of the 
omission described in the preceding paragraph, the general-purpose financial statements 
referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of the 
Wentworth School District as of June 30, 1999, and the results of its operations for the year 
then ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 


The Wentworth School District has not presented the disclosures required by 
Governmental Accounting Standards Board Technical Bulletin 98-1, Disclosures about Year 
2000 Issues, as amended by Governmental Accounting Standards Board Technical Bulletin 
99-1, that the Governmental Accounting Standards Board has determined are necessary to 
supplement, although not be a part of, the basic financial statements. In addition, we do not 
provide assurance that the Wentworth School District is or will be come year 2000 compliant, 
that the Wentworth School District’s year 2000 remediation efforts will be successful in 
whole or in part, or that parties with which the Wentworth School District does business are 
or will become year 2000 compliant. 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general-purpose 
financial statements taken as a whole. The individual and combining fund financial statements 
and schedules listed in the table of contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis 
and are not a required part of the general-purpose financial statements of the Wentworth 
School District. Such information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the 
audit of the general-purpose financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly presented in all 
material respects in relation to the general-purpose financial statements taken as a whole.

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PLANNING BOARD 


Planning Meeting - 1st Monday of each month (exception Federal Holidays 2nd 
Monday) at 7:00 p.m. Town Office Building. 


Subdivisions and driveway installations require prior approval by the Planning 
Board. Applications are available at the Town Office Building during normal business 
hours and during Selectmen’s meetings. 


All septic installations require the septic designer'to be licensed by the State of 
New Hampshire. Design plans should be submitted to the Wentworth Board of 
Selectmen for approval. Board approved plans should then be submitted to the State of 
New Hampshire, Department of Environmental Services, Concord, NH for their stamp of 
approval and certification of installation. 


DOG OWNERS shall register all dogs over three months of age by April 30. 
° Rabies certificates required for registration. 
¢ Penalty for not obtaining a dog license is a fine of $25.00 (RSA: 466:13). 
e Owners are liable for dogs running at large. 
° Fees: $6.50 if altered - $9.00 not altered. 


VEHICLE OWNERS must register their vehicles with Town Clerk. 
¢ To re-register, owners should bring in their old registrations. 
¢ Proof of residency is required for new registrations. 
e Renewals, stickers, transfers and plates now available. 


THOSE OPERATING IN OR NEAR WETLAND OR WATERWAYS, 
shall file a Dredge and Fill-application with the Town Clerk before beginning work. 
Under RSA: 483-A fines can be assessed for non-compliance. 


PROPERTY OWNERS secking tax abatement shall apply to the Selectmen’s 
Office in writing by March 1, following the mailing of the final tax bill. Abatement 
forms are available at the Selectmen’s Office. 
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
